Williams Receives Medal of Honor From Carnegie Hero Fund Commission 




Jared Williams, a Shelton State 
Community College freshman from 
Ozark, Alabama received a Medal of 
Honor from the Carnegie Hero Fund 
Commission and is now featured on 
the commission's webpage at 
www.carnegiehero.org. 

Williams saved two young 
women from drowning at Panama 
City Beach, Florida on March 27, 2002. 
Both girls, age 14, were wading in the 
Gulf of Mexico when an undertow 



impeded their return to the beach. 
Williams waded and swam to the first 
girl, then, fighting the undertow, took 
her to shore. He then returned for the 
other, who, nearly exhausted, was far- 
ther out. He grasped her, started to 
swim parallel to the beach with her, 
then turned and went directly toward 
shore. A woman in their group waded 
partway out from shore with a body 
board and met them. With the girl 
atop the board, the woman pulled her 
to the beach, Williams also exiting the 
water. Both girls were exhausted, but 
they recovered. 

Williams swam a lot growing 
up, but has never had formal lifesav- 
ing training. He said that he didn't 
even think about the magnitude of 
what he was doing at the time. He just 
knew that they needed help and knew 
what he had to do. Although it has 
been two years since the incident, 
Williams still gets attention for his 
heroics, but it doesn't bother him and 
he hasn't let it go to his head. 



Williams is pursuing a nurs- 
ing degree at Shelton State and would 
eventually like to become a nurse 
anthesist and make his home on the 
beach. 

Williams' heroic act has been 
recognized by the Carnegie Hero Fund 
Commission, whose purpose is to rec- 
ognize persons who perform acts of 
heroism in civilian life in the United 
States and Canada, and to aid those 
who suffer monetary loss as the result 
of their heroic deeds. 

Those who are selected for 
recognition by the Commission are 
awarded the Carnegie medal and they, 
or their survivors, become eligible for 
financial considerations, including 
one-time grants, scholarship aid, death 
benefits, and continuing assistance. To 
date, 8,800 medals have been awarded, 
the recipients selected from more than 
77,000 nominees. Awardees are 
announced five times a year, following 
meetings of the Commission.

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Renovations Planned for C. A. Fredd Campus 



The C. A Fredd Campus will undergo 
its first major renovation in 40 years 
starting in the summer of 2005. The 
project will include renovating por- 
tions of the main administration 
building and adding a facade which 
will tie the campus in visually with 
the Martin Campus of the College. 

Dr. Cordell Wynn, special 
assistant to the president says that this 
renovation is an important facelift for 
the C. A. Fredd Campus. "I believe that 
students, parents and the community 
would join me in saying that this ren- 
ovation is the most aesthetically pleas- 
ing and appropriate thing we could do 
to add a look of distinction to the 
Campus and to strengthen its resem- 
blance to the Martin Campus of 
Shelton State," said Wynn. 

According to Wynn, the new 
area created by the facade will serve a 
student centered purpose. "Students 
have been involved in this process 
from the very beginning. I spoke to 



Larry MacAfee's Commercial Arts class 
about my idea of adding a facade and 
they produced the original drawings," 
said Wynn. Once complete, students 
will be able to use this area for a vari- 
ety of activities ranging from studying 
to student meetings. 




The students' drawings were 
taken to Ward, Scott, Veron Architects, 
Inc. for architectural design. This proj- 
ect, which is scheduled to begin 
before the end of the year, will be 
managed Hall-Taylor Construction. 

The C. A. Fredd Campus will 
celebrate its fortieth anniversary in 
2005, and this project is the first 
major renovation since its original 
construction. The C. A. Fredd State 
Technical College (formerly the 



Tuscaloosa State Trade School) offered 
its first classes in 1965, was designated 
a Historically Black College or 
University (HBCU) in 1987, and 
merged with Shelton State 
Community College in 1994. 

"We have always enjoyed a 
great relationship with C. A. Fredd 
even before our merger ten years ago. 
Shelton State is honored to have this 
campus as it is an important part of 
our plan for growth and expansion. C. 
A. Fredd affords us additional oppor- 
tunities to reach students in the West 
Alabama Community, and we are 
excited about creating an exterior that 
matches the quality that can be found 
within C. A. Fredd," said Rick Rogers, 
president. 

Shelton State is committed to 
investing in the C. A. Fredd Campus 
through physical improvements and 
the addition of quality programs. The 
College is excited to play a part in the 
revitalization of this area of 
Tuscaloosa.
